The sale of Cuban bonds commenced 
iu Philadelphia on Monday. The bonds 
a dd at twenty-five cents on tho dollar, 
m ;d numbers of them are being purchased 
by citizens, either through a belief that 
1 i te investment ia a good one, or to aid the 
Cuban cause. 

It is stated in official circles in Loudon, 
t hat the foreign office has issued orders 
to tho British minister at Madrid, to the 
c mauls at Havana and Santiago de Cuba, 
and to the Governor of Jamaica, that as 
to the executions which have taken place, 
Great Britian reserves decision, but will 
hold the Spanish government and all 
concerned responsible for all further ex¬ 
ecutions of British subjects. 

The Now York Tribune says : Addi¬ 
tional reports of the condition of business 
in-Gie city and in some neighboring states, 
confirm tie general impression that trade 
and manufactures are improving, and that 
fears of a winter of great distress are 
passing away. 

An order has been issued reducing the 
registration fee on domestic letters t» 
eight cents. 

The storm of Monday night and Tues¬ 
day, was quite extended. A number of 
disasters are reported on Long Island 
sound, and boats on the Hudson river 
were much delayed. Canal traffic at Al¬ 
bany, was suspended, and some railroads 
trains were delayed. At Newburg, 
twelve loaded canal boats were sunk, but 
no lives lost. 

It is understood the Spanish govern¬ 
ment has issued orders for Spanish ves¬ 
sels to proceed with the utmost caution 
in all cases where ships flying the flag of 
the United States are concerned. The 
Madrid government is reported to be in 
earnest in seeking to make reparation fer 
the Virginius outrage. 

At present, there are two thousand, 
four hundred and twenty-seven work¬ 
men employed in the Brooklyn navy 
yard, and the force will be increased one 
thousand. 

The Committee appointed to consider 
the subject, agree to prolong MacMahon’s 

term seven years. 

Of the crew of the Virginius spared, 
four were condemned to tho chain gang 
for life, three to eight years’ imprison¬ 
ment, and three were set at liberty. 

Recruiting for the navy is proceeding 
briskly in New York. 

Seven million five hundred thousand 
ieet of white pine have been taken from 
the Ottawa lumber district, this season, 
against 12,500,000 feet last year. At 
least 2,2o0,000 feet of red pino will bo 
sent to market. Wages have been re- 
ducad in the lumber districts, and pro¬ 
visions are much cheaper,

To the Editor of the Deaf-Mutes’

Let him stumble upon a com¬ 
munity of people where he can talk and 
be talked to in his own language, and 
the probabilities are that he will go no 
farther.
